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AND CAMBS LED TO CAMB S ENTRANCE INTO THE WAR, 

RATHER THAN US INCURSION. ENDS BY QUOTING 
CAMBODIAN WHO SAYS IF COUNTRY IS LOST, AT LEAST IT 
IS GOING DOWN FIGHTING (UNLIKE SITUATION UNDER 
SIHANOUK). 

CROSBY NOYES IN STAR-NEWS (3/18) SAYS AT TIME OF

AT GIVING 220 MILLION DOLS ADMIN SAYS NEEDED TO 
PREVENT CAMBODIA'S FALL. THUS, NOT SURPRISING THAIS 
PERCEIVE US PRESENCE AS PROVOCATION RATHER THAN 
PROTECTION AGAINST AGGRESSIVE NEIGHBORS, AND ASK WE 
LEAVE. WITH KEEN NOSE FOR DIRECTION POLITICAL WINDS 

BLOW, THAIS FEEL US INFLUENCE WANING IN SEA - AND 
THEY ARE RIGHT. BUT EACH NATION MUST LOOK TO OWN

AS WE PART FROM FRIENDS AND ALLIES WHO TROD DIFFICULT 
PATH WITH US, SUN SUGGESTS WE CAN ONLY SAY WE UNDERSTAND, 
AND WISH THAIS WELL. 

13. PHILIPPINES 

CDN’S BEECH INTERVIEWS ARCHBISHOP JAIME SIN IN MANILA, 

CALLS HIM "CHAMPION OF FREEDOM" WHO BELIEVES "CHURCH 
IS NOT UNDER MARTIAL LAW." DESCRIBES HOW IN PAST FIVE 
MONTHS SIN ZEROED IN ON "NEW SOCIETY" ABUSES: DETENTION 
OF POLITICAL PRISONERS, MILITARY BRUTALITY, TRAVEL 
BAN AND CITIZEN'S ASSEMBLY SYSTEM OF VOTING, THAT HE 
LABELS "SIN AGAINST DEMOCRACY." SIN WON MANY VICTORIES, 

BUT NOT SEEKING CONFRONTATION WITH MARCOS, IF CAN BE 
AVOIDED WITHOUT COMPROMISING MORAL ISSUES. WHILE 
SOME ACTIVIST PRIESTS THINK MARCOS CAN DO NO GOOD, 

SIN SAYS, "I DON'T ACCEPT THAT. ON THE OTHER HAND, HE 
(MARCOS) IS FAR FROM PERFECT." 

BEECH ALSO NOTES HALF PHILS' RC PRIESTS FOREIGNERS, 

MANY IRISH- AMERICAN. RECALLS AMERICANS WERE FIRST TO 
IDENTIFY WITH MASSES 25 YEARS AGO; SOME PERSECUTED, 

LIKE REV EDWARD GERLOCK WHO THREATENED WITH DEPORTATION 
BUT GOT OFF WITH THREE YEARS PROBATION FOR "KNOWN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ACTIVIST SYMPATHIES.” SOME PRIESTS SO POLITICIZED IN 
STRUGGLE AGAINST SOCIAL INJUSTICE THEY ALLY WITH 
MAOIST FILIPPINE CP AS "ONLY ALTERNATIVE TO THE SYSTEM." 

14. JAPAN 

WP S EGAN (IN PHINQ) EXAMINES EXPERIMENT THAT TRANSPLANTED 
JAPANESE-STYLE MANAGEMENT TO UNLIKELY SETTING IN MACON, 
GEORGIA, WHERE WORLD'S LARGEST ZIPPER MAKER, JAPAN S 
YKK INDUSTRIES, HAS 15 MILLION DOL AUTOMATED PLANT RUN 
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BY 100 AMERICANS AND DOZEN JAPANESE EMPLOYEES. IN 
FIRST YEAR OF OPERATIONS, FIRM TRIED IMBUE AMERICANS 
WITH JAPANESE CORPORATE VALUES - STRONG COMPANY LOYALTY, 
PRIDE OF WORKMANSHIP, HIGH PRODUCTIVITY. ALTHOUGH STILL 
EARLY, EGAN FINDS AMERICANS SEEM RESPOND FAVORABLY TO 
SYSTEM; QUOTES ONE WORKER SAYING ' JAPANESE HAVE SOMETHING 
OVER AMERICANS IN HANDLING PEOPLE." 

15. PACIFIC ISLANDS 

WP (3/15) FINDS IT "FLATTERING" MARIANAS WISH JOIN 
US AS COMMONWEALTH, BUT "SOMEWHAT DISCOMFORTING" 

THAT WE WOULD FASTEN PERMANENT GRIP ON SPARSELY 
PEOPLED FOREIGN LAND AT MOMENT US RETREATING FROM 
"EMPIRE." SUGGESTS TIME FOR BROADER INSPECTION OF 
MICRONESIAN FUTURE ON COMPREHENSIVE BASIS, AND 
CONGRESS SHOULD SATISFY SELF NO WAY US CAN DISCHARGE 
MICRONESIA RESPONSIBILITY THAN NEGOTIATE DISTRICT- 
BY-DISTRICT STATUS AGREEMENTS SHORT OF INDEPENDENCE. 
ASSERTS DOD BASE PLANS "MUST BE PUT IN THE DEEP 
FREEZE" IF ISLANDS TO BE PUSHED TOWARD CIVILIAN 
USE WITH MINIMUM DEPENDENCE ON US SUBSIDIES; AND 
DECLARATION OF "SELF-NEUTRALIZATION" THROUGH UN 
MIGHT SERVE EVERYONE'S INTERESTS WELL. RECOMMENDS 
PRES CONSULT CONGRESS FULLY ON OVERALL MICRONESIAN 
POLICY. IF US ACQUIRED ISLANDS "BY HISTORICAL 
ACCIDENT, THEN IT MUST HENCEFORTH MANAGE THEM - 
PERHAPS DISPOSE OF THEM - BY DESIGN." INGERSOLL
